SPARKS FROM MARK: 

To continue this week the reflection on the 
altar, I would like to pay particular attention to 
the guidelines set forth in the Bishop's document 
"Built of Living Stones". 

In "Built of Living Stones", paragraph 57, it 
states that the altar is the natural focal point of 
the sanctuary, is to be freestanding to allow the 
priest to walk around it easily, and Mass to be 
celebrated facing the people. Ordinarily, it should 
be fixed (with the base affixed to the floor) and 
with a table or mensa made of natural stone, 
since t represents Christ Jesus, the living stone 
(IPeter 2.4). The document also mentions that 
the pedestal or support for the table be 
fashioned from any sort of material, as long as it 
is becoming and solid. (BLS # 57). In the 
building of an altar the materials are to be 
worthy, solid, properly constructed, and in the 
end are subjected to the judgment of the local 
Bishop. 

The new altar at OLBH will be made out of 
Crazy Horse Granite. We are still in the process 
of designing the new altar. There have been 
several parishioners that have expressed their 
excitement to me about the new altar being 
made out of stone; symbolizing to them that 
Christ is the rock, the source, the strength, and 
in the end is unmovable. 

In the document, there is no mention of a 
specific sze or shape for an altar, although it 
should be in proportion to the church. "Built of 
Living Stones" stresses that the other major 
furnishings in the sanctuary: the ambo and 
Presider chair are to be in harmony and 
proportion to the altar. The mensa should be 
large enough to accommodate the priest 
celebrant, the deacon, and acolytes who minister 
there and should be able to hold the 
Sacramentary (the Roman Missal) and the 
vessels with the bread and wine. (BLS #58). 

The document calls for the altar to be visible 
from all parts of the church but not so elevated 
that it causes visual or symbolic division from the 
liturgical and assembly. "Built of Living Stones" is 
quite clear that the elevation of the altar in the 
sanctuary should be so that it allows access to 
the altar by ministers who need wheelchairs or 
who have other disabilities. (BLS #59). Our 
sanctuary at OLBH does not allow access to 
those with disabilities who may want to 
participate in one of the ministries within our 
liturgy. As we look at designing a new altar, font 
and ambo, we are challenged by the BLS 
document to look more closely at the accessibility 
of the sanctuary, altar and ambo. 

In next weeks sparks I will continue the 
discussion of the altar by reflecting on the 
history, the tradition and the change of having 
an altar stone as apart of the altar itself.
